tion to grasp these q ualities. 
Most of us fail in trial resp ect. 
W e exp end our little store 
of energy, our small stock of God-given enthusiasm, in light­ 
ing the world, lighting in a crowd of materialists for a m ater­ 
ialistic p rize; and then, at the last, we discover that we have 
missed the p oint. 
We realize, however imp erfectly, that 
life can be a high adventure and a joyous q uest tha t "no dis­ 
ap p ointments and no heartaches can totally dim.

sense 
that merely living can be enough; that the rainbow’s end is 
often enough right at our doorstep ; but we find all of this 
out too late. 
Ki'ii made his discovery early, we may be sure. 
He got 
something out of his days that could 
never be set down in 
black and white. So, at the last, he was able to say, “ 1 thank 
Great God that he let me p lay.” 
Just that. 
No regrets. 
No vain yearnings to “do it over 
again. 
1 he taste ot life was good ; it had been we enjoyed 
— and the end could be met with a smile.

V hat Kenworthy said about the House of Commons au- 
phes with eq ual force to the k in.l of gas that is p revalent in 
our own Congress 
It’s an asp hyxiating ga* that does not 
kill the members. 
It p uts them to sleep . 
And* worse still— it often k ills measures that are much 
needed ior the p rogress and well-being of the country.

Yet, os Is g eneral knowl 
edg e he was m aster of h g ood trade, 
W u lndustrioti* and drpenable, and a

Thom as Lincoln and his wife, after 
th e ir m arriag e, in 1806, 
lived 
for a 
tim e in E lisabeth, 
an 
historic

tow n, count} seat of H ardin County. 
B ut deciding to g o on

farm , 
he 
boug ht and moved to a tract twelve» 
or fifteen miles so utheast 
of Klim 
troth, 
and 
tw o or three mile» from 
H odg en’s MilL 
At the mill, a few 
years later, wan laid out the tow n of 
Hodg envllle, of this day. 
W h eth er the now priceless cabin 
on th eir farm wan bt. it hy Thom as 
Lincoln, or by a previous ow ner, I

The hill land In K entucky is dis 
courag ing ly poor. 
T he IAncolns lived on Knob Creek 
until little Alie was seven year« old 
and had had a term or tw o 
at «< V» ol. 
T hom as U nw in w as well thoug ht of 
In th e neig hborhood .and serve 1 the 
public in m inor office« . and as hig h­ 
w ay patrolm an. 
H ut somehow he felt the ever on­ 
w ard urg e of the pioneer, and. in 
1816, g athered his resource* tog ether 
ag ain, polod them on a flat boat down 
th e ir little river to the Ohio and a f­
